1. The Town at present is without sewer and water. 

2. Without water and sewerage the growth of your town 
must be held back. 

3. The proposed plan is well considered and approved by 
the Provincial Government. , 

4. It is the only satisfactory plan within the financial 
limits of the town. 

5. The new system is definitely ample for future expansion 
and increase in population. ” 

6. Ample water and sewerage system will make a healthier 
and cleaner town. 

7. The water and sewerage system costs spread over thirtv 
years will pav for itself without increasing taxes as soon 
as all connections can be made. 

Therefore, let me urge every- citizen to get out and vote 
for the bylaw. Without sufficient water, human, animal and 
B plant life will die, and without a water and sewerage system 
y-our tow-n wll die .

The Town Council has passed a by-law prohibiting dogs 
from running at large in the Town of Vulcan. The by-law reads 
as follows: 

1. That no’dog or bitch shall be permitted to run at large 
within the Town of Vulcan unless accompanied by and under 
the control of the owner, harborer or possessor of said dog or. 
bitch. 

2. That for any infraction of this by-law said dog or bitch 
may be impounded by any person and confined in the Town 
Pound, where the same shall be kept confined for three days 
unless the owner, possessor or harborer shalt pay to the pound- 
keeper the sum of three dollars each for each dog or bitch so 
confined. 

3. That any dog or bitch not redeemed as aforesaid within 
three days shall be sold by the Pound-keeper or Constable to 
any person paying for such dog or bitch the sum of not less 
than three dollars, and in the event of such dog or bitch not 
being sold within six days after being first impounded, the 
Constable shall destroy said dog or bitch. 

All dogs are required to wear collars with metal licence of 
current year attached thereto.

He 
denied that Hutterite children re¬ 
ceived secret instruction, ami said 
all spoke excellent English. Mr. 
Vallance’s petition testifying to 
the high standard of Hutterite'con¬ 
duct accompanied Mr. Vallance’s 
brief. 

F. J. Ewing, secretary of 
liockyford M.D. said that Hutter¬ 
ites in his municipality already 
operate 40,000 acres and the M.U. 
had been advised that they plan 
to buy another 15,442 acres as soon 
as the law allows. He said such 
settlement had proved detrimental. 
They purchase the bulk of their 
goods on wholesale purchase li¬ 
cense curtailing trade of local busi¬ 
ness. “It . is evident,” he said, 
“that if allowed to go on they, will 
amass tremendous tracts, and an 
individual farmer cannot compete 
against communal living. Thre^ 
schools in the district had been, 
forced to close down because ot 
Hutterite settlement, and they 
have been permitted to estadilsh 
their own separate schools.” The 
petitirnr'Was signed by 365 Resi¬ 
dents of the district.

At the sitting of the special 
committee inqu ring into Hutterite 
Land Settlement, which^ opened at 
Lethbridge, Feb. 11, arguments 
were presented on both sides. J. H. 
Walker of Raymond, former leg¬ 
islative member, proposed that the 
law be rescinded, because it was 
passed as a wartime measure. He 
said: “The war is over now' and in 
my opinion the law should be res¬ 
cinded.” 

L. A. "Pharis, representing a 
number of A.F.U. units, presented 
the argument that when concen¬ 
trated in a small area, the Hutter¬ 
ites present a real menace to the 
Canadian way of life. He showed a 
map which gave location of Hutter¬ 
ite colonies from Blood Reserve to 
Warner. “The pioneers among us 
ask what kind of generation is to 
iiherit our land” he said “Will it 
be the children of isolationist Hut- 
tfrites speaking German dialect, or 
children brought up to take their 
places in community and national 
life? 

J. Harper Prowse, K.C. spoke on 
Dehalf of some 20 organizations in 
the province. He said: "The Veter¬ 
ans Land Act will be in force for 
10 years more. It is only logical to 
extend the Hutterite Act for ten 
years in order to fulfil the purpose 
for which it was originally in¬ 
tended.”

Educational problems through 
insistence on their own private 
schools were the main point of an¬ 
other brief from I^thbridge school 
division.
